Talmadge Put Fortson and Larsen

Labeling Judge Blanton Fortson 
and Judge Larsen as “Talmadge” can- 
didates put in the race to divide the

Victoria Falls, in south-central Afri- 
ca, are in’'some ways the mightiest of 
the earth. They are more than twice 
as high as Niagara, and more water 
pours over the brink, except during | 
the dry season. 


Down in South America are great | 
falls, among them the Kaieteur Falls | 
of British Guiana. The Potaro river | 
passes over a bed of hard rock until | 
it tumbles 822 feet to a layer of softer 
rock. The river is 369 feet wide where | 
this mighty plunge is taken. The, 
drop is more than twice as great as 
for Victoria, but the volume of water 
is less. 

The highest falls in Canada are the 
Takkakaw Falls of British Columbia.

Says He Found Many ‘Surprises’ 


Atlanta Capitalist Says He Believes Union Labor Methods 
in France Better Than in United States and That Pro- 
tective Tariff Has Aided England. 


Returning from his first trip to Ku- 
rope in three years, Armand May, At- 
lanta capitalist, said yesterday it is 
“very dangerous” to attempt to fore- 
cast social and economic conditions on 
'the continent, adding that he found 
|“surprises on every corner.” 
| Mr. May particularly discussed 
|France, which has undergone several 
‘changes in government since his last 
trip across the Atlantic and the effect 
of the unionization of some of the 
trades in European countries. 

“It is very dangerous for one to 
prognosticate regarding social and eco- 
nomic conditions, especially in a for- 
eign country when one is on a short 
trip and not thoroughly familiar at 
all times with the language or with 
the movements that are taking place,” 
the Atlantan said. “Being such a one 
I ask that you keep this in mind as 
you view my. observations. 
“Possibly it is a mistake for a trav- 
eler, either coming to the 
‘States or going to other countries from 
these United States to feel competent 
fo pass final judgment. Nevertheless, 
I believe individual reactions are of 
interest=| I therefore present mine. 


Knew Little Discomfort. 


“Not having been in Europe in the 
past three years I was in for a series 
of surpriss at every corner. It wa 
sort of like sticking one’s hand in a 
grab-bag, wondering what next would 
come out. In the first place, we were 
‘in France during the height of the 
strike and even though we were stop- 
ping at the George V hotel, within a 
block of the Champs Elysees we knew 
very little if any discomfort. 

“The hotel itself was not affected 
and ebviously those factories 
stores that were closed felt no dis- 
order of any kind—a rather un- 
‘usual situation in a_ révolution of 
its character. In the light of events, 
the new government acted wisely by 
preventing bloodshed. The new gov- 
ernment is committted not to sanc- 
ition strikes of this nature, how- 
ever, in the future, From a compara- 
tive standpoint, it is much like the dif-

In Plea for Worthiness 

SCRANTON, Pa., Aug. 13.—(@® 
Judge M. F. Sando, of orphans’ 
court, ruled today that cigaret smok- 
ing and an occasional indulgence 
in beer did not make a Hartford, 
Conn., young man unworthy of the 
$5,000 bequest left by his great- 
uncle. 

Two daughters and five grand- 
children of William H. Richmond, 
wealthy coal operater who died in 
1922, contended his will specified 
that $5,000 should. be paid to Wil- 
liam Richard Gilliam if he proved 
to be “worthy.” They told the court 
that Richmond was opposed to the 
use of intoxicants and tobacco. 

Gilliam, a Columbia University 
medical student, asknowledged he 
smoked and took a glass of beer on 
occasion, denying this made him un- 
worthy. The court upheld him. 
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
